The majority, with Board of Geographic Names 
dissenting, favored adoption of the British Standards Institution 
system. A second informal meeting was held on 24 July attended 
by members of the Board of Geographic Names, Library of Congress, 
National Federation of Scientific Abstracting and Indexing Serv- 
ices, and NSF. It was agreed that the BGN would seek a compromise 
with the British Standards Institution.
